Protection Against Tampering 


‘N THE BLOOD-HORSE of last March 31 (page 

416) we said: “The drift of thought appears 
to be in favor of the use of a receiving barn 
rather than the saliva test as a means of sup- 
pressing the use of narcotics for the stimulation 


of race horses.’ And then: 


c. J. Fitz Gerald's approval of the receiving barn, 
which was employed effectively under his directorship 
of racing at Tanforan last fall, has carried much weight 
and it appears to have been emphasized by occurrences 
growing out of the use of the saliva test in Florida this 
winter. The argument is being advanced that use of 
the receiving barn prevents, whereas the use of the 
saliva test detects dope. The receiving barn, it is ar- 
gued, affords means for ascertaining in advance the 
condition of all horses in whereas the saliva test 
as applied in Florida determines the condition of only 
The receiving barn precludes 
elaborate espionage system, such as 
addition to the saliva test.

Since the foregoing appeared, Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy has put aside his opposition and has 
given endorsement to the receiving barn. 

J. W. (Bub) May, native of Lexington, resident 
of New York, has perfected and patented a de- 
vice to give alarm and turn on lights (if at night) 
when effort is made to enter the stall of a horse. 

Claims have been made by trainers coming 
under the ban in Rhode Island and in Maryland 
that they had no knowledge of the presence of 
stimulants detected by the saliva test in horses in 
their charge. 

Turf writers have considered the plan of se- 
lecting two or three horses daily for testing as 
not satisfactory, but, when they and others have 
suggested the testing of each winner, chemists 
and others in charge have said that it entails too 
much work. This would seem to be additional 
good argument in favor of the receiving barn. 

The writers have maintained that the selective 
plan is not as fair as is desired, and now we find 
The Cincinnati Enquirer (All Sorts page) of last 
Sunday drawing attention to “a story going the

to the effect that “a certain racing offi- 
cial,” having knowledge of the races chosen by 
the stewards from which winners would be tested, 
“notified favored owners of horses in the other 
races to go ahead and give them the ‘kitchen 
stove,’ that everything was all right.” 

If this be true, it not only is a damnable re- 
flection upon racing officials, but it is another 
good argument for the receiving barn. 

When Mr. May introduced, his tamper-proof 
device, a number of Eastern owners and trainers 
ordered them and installed them at doors in their 
stables to protect horses carded for racing from 
spongers and druggers sneaking into stables dur- 
ing the night, or conniving with unscrupulous 
employees during the day.

Joseph E. Widener, quick to see merit in the 
May patent, has ordered 250 for use at Hialeah 
Park during the forthcoming racing season of 45 
days, January 17 to March 9. This will give 
horses better protection than they had in Florida 
last winter and will afford more comfort for own- 
ers and trainers who were frightfully uneasy. 

The May device is not a door lock, but an ar- 
rangement set at the side of the door so that if 
and when the door is opened a siren sounds and 
floodlights are turned on. The plan for Hialeah 
Park is to set the signal only when a horse carded 
to start is wanted to be under protection. At 
other times the signal is off and the door may be 
used at will. The responsible party will be the 
holder of the key after the signal is set. Thus 
there will be no ‘out’ for anyone entrusted with 
a signal door key. 

California tracks will have receiving barns, and 
it is likely that some owners on the coast will 
also put the May device on some stalls in their 
stables. 

Bob Saxton, sporting editor of The Cincinnati 
Enquirer, says that “in 81 days of racing around 
Cincinnati this year, evidence of doping was 
found in only one case—-once at Latonia in 37 
days, and not once at Coney Island in 44 days.” 
He goes on: 

This does not mean 
away with giving their 


that 
horses a shot once in a while, 


some owners did not get 
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but it does mean that the majority of the owners have 
given up the idea of doping. In time, all of them will 
find that their horses will run just as well without the 
hot stuff as they did when they repeatedly gave it to 
them. But the crusade must be kept up, and it would 
be even better if a test was made in each race. 

We agree with the thought that, in the absence 
of a receiving barn, the winner of each race 
should be saliva-tested, but our preference runs 
to the receiving barn, plus the protection to be 
had from the May device, plus proper policing, 
at all times, of the stable yards, the training 
grounds and the race courses. 

The Turf must be rid of all crooks. Good prog- 
ress has been made in that direction during 1934, 
but there is yet much to be done. 

The New York State Racing Commission's 
statement, given to the press last Saturday, and 
published elsewhere in THE BLOOD-HORSE, is

Mr. Ellis’ suggestion goes to Associate Editors 
Estes and Palmer, whose comparison of the fast- 
est American races at a mile and a quarter (THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, September 15, page 266) attracted 
much attention. Very likely they will oblige with 
another interesting study. But as for augmenting 
the imaginary field by taking the best mile races 
of horses of many years ago, such a plan is not 
feasible. Track conditions have changed too 
much. Besides, fractional timing is not available 
for the earlier races. Nor is any conclusive com- 
parison possible between English and American 
races. The fact that English racing is conducted 
over turf or other than dirt tracks would make 
comparison impossible, even were not other rac- 
ing conditions widely different. 


HALCYON’S BLINKERS

HE closing of the Long Island racing season 
at Jamaica strongly emphasized that the 
predictions of various grandfathers and others, 
that racing is going to the dogs, belong in a class 
with the prophecy of Mother Shipton. 

Under shifting sunny and overcast skies, with 
the temperature in the middle forties, and on the 
face of counter-attractions of three of the 
Greater City’s college football teams playing on 
the home grounds, one of the largest crowds that 
ever saw racing at the Jamaica course, only a few 
miles from the site of the first American race 
track, built nearly 300 years ago, on the order 
of the second English governor of the New York 
Colony, was on hand to participate in the closing 
of the season on the island. 

It was a season of regeneration for the sport 
in the Empire State. The season has proved 
conclusively that the spirit of the sport is well 
imbedded in the hearts of the people of the city, 
the state and the thousands of visitors who make 
Mecca-like pilgrimages to the leading city. 

The dogs still are waiting, as they have for a 
century of trials and vicissitudes to which the 
sport has been subjected in the Empire State. 
For racing has been the target of reforms fos- 
tered by political ambition, business rivalries, 
calculating mercenaries, jealous pretenders, 
glooms who would take all of the pleasure and 
delights from life. When the many reactions of 
the detractors of racing in the Empire State are 
summed up, the answer is comparable to the 
statement of Macauley that “the Puritans did 
not object to bear-baiting because it annoyed the 
bear, but because it gave pleasure to some 
people.” 

A year ago the outlook was none too good, but 
with the passage of a liberal, sane law, racing in 
New York now seems to be on solid ground and 
ready to take again the place of leadership in 
the greatest of sports. A considerable financial 
benefit will have accrued to the state revenue 
when the flags are finally furled at Empire City 
a fortnight hence. 

Saturday’s crowd cou'd complain of no dis- 
appointment from the failure of the great Equi- 
poise to make his first public appearance since 
the running of the Suburban Handicap, for his 
non-appearance was well advertised 36 hours 
ahead. But there is no question that the assur- 
ance that he would race would have greatly aug- 
mented the attendance. 

All in all the season of regeneration was, under 
the general conditions, a glorious one, and the 
dogs still are waiting.

Racing Secretary Frank J. Bryan 
says the popular graded handicaps promise fine 
fields. These should be given a trial everywhere.

ALTER O’HARA’S judgment, like the late 

John McGraw’s, of the “snap” variety, has 
led him to take the right course frequently 
enough to amass a considerable fortune, but the 
advertising of a $25,000 Narragansett Special did 
not work out as expected. The race was pro- 
grammed expressly for the purpose of bringing 
together Equipoise, Cavalcade and Discovery at 
weight-for-age. Neither made the post, and the 
Starting field was of the $10,000 variety from a 
box-office point of view. Discovery has never 
been a lucky horse. Catarrhal fever kept him out 
of the Special, for which he would have been 
odds-on, to say nothing of the Pimlico and Bowie 
stakes. In the first half of the year, it was his 
misfortune to eternally encounter Cavalcade, 
easily his master. That $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap, next Washington's Birthday, is his 
next objective. Old Rosebud still insists Discov- 
ery is the stoutest of the season’s top class 
3-year-olds, though overshadowed in ability by 
Cavalcade. However, in recent endeavors he, like 
Nellie Flag, has been revealing some of the Hast- 
ings temperament. He is a rail-runner, and 
sometimes is rank and sometimes sulks. Per- 
formers of the type of Nellie Flag, Discovery and 
Mata Hari are never solid favorites.

“House Cleaning” Planned 


EW YORK’S Racing Commission will meet 

within the next several weeks for the pur- 
pose of discussing more reforms for the sport in 
the Empire State in 1935. Among the matters to 
be taken under consideration is the suggestion 
that certain horsemen be not allotted stalls dur- 
ing the coming year, due to questionable manipu- 
lation of horses this season. A “house cleaning,” 
in other words. The track heads may refuse 
stalls to undesirables, and that is just what was 
done prior to the second meeting at Narragansett 
2ark, the management learning during the inau- 
gural session that better racing would be possible 
without these strings. As a result, a clique of 
horsemen who, it is popularly supposed, indulged 
in friendly claiming and often ran all but one or 
two of a field, was broken up. The second meet- 
ing has certainly proved the wisdom of this action 
and competition has been far keener. 


Cut the Take 


NALIFORNIA racing, which has been safe- 
guarded by one of the finest Commissions in 
the country, will be seriously endangered, in due 
course, if a gross take of 16 per cent, as rumored, 
is exacted. That is the toughest, “slot machine”’ 
sort of grab and unless something is done about 
it, folks with large sums invested in Santa Anita 
and Bay Meadows may soon find themselves in a 
precarious position. If the powers-that-be could 
be made to understand the advantages, to all 
concerned, of cutting the take to 5 per cent, the 
sport there would have a far better opportunity 
of becoming, as press-agents fondly predict, re- 
stored to its former glories. One thing is certain, 
New York horseplayers, accustomed to bucking 
some stiff percentages in the books at times, will 
sojourn in Florida, not California, this Winter. 
Ten per cent is more than plenty. Eastern pro- 
moters unite in the opinion that California looks 
the most promising of the future racing grounds. 
That may be true—from a promoter’s point of 
view. A run of beaten favorites with a 16 per 
cent take is not sport. 
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NEW YORK 
EMPIRE CITY CLOSES 

LTHOUGH the last day of racing in New 
York was unimpressive, the 1934 season in 
the Empire State, which came to a close October 
27 at Empire City, gave the newly created New 
York State Racing Commission much cause for 
enccuragement. Recent returns from the Aque- 
duct fall meeting show that attendance nearly 
doubled that of 1933, 54,929 paid admissions being 
recorded against 28,909 last year. Gross receipts 
likewise jumped from $87,409 to $152,502, and 
purse distribution mounted from $49,350 to 
$76,850. Although no exact report is yet avail- 
able on the recent Empire City meeting, a similar 
success is expected at that point, and all tracks 
about New York City have shown a similar rate 

of increase both in Spring and Fall sessions. 
With the close of the season, the State Racing 
Commission, after expressing its gratification at 
the public support which racing in New York 
has received, went on to state that the work of 
the Commission ‘does not cease with the close 
of the season, and that there is much planning 
to do and much to accomplish for next year.” 
No more definite statement was made, but sports 
writers have hinted, somewhat guardedly, that 
several trainers will be asked not to return to New 
York tracks next year, and that men who have 
been more or less openly charged with being the 
brains of a jockey ring will be rooted out. Some 
shake-ups in the ranks of officials have been 
prophesied likewise, Russell Oakes, of the Balti- 
more Evening Sun, mentioning the Racing Com- 
mission’s steward, Marshall Cassidy, as one of 

those whose position is by no means secure. 


KING SAXON’S WALKOVER 

C. H. Knebelkamp’s King Saxon (3-y-o, 118) 
did not technically have a walkover in the fif- 
teenth running of the Yorktown Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles) at Empire 
City October 27, but practically he had no oppo- 
sition. The only other entry was C. V. Whitney’s 
Halcyon (103), a notoriously weak starter. The 
Whitney horse had been barred from the New 
York track a week earlier for refusing to run an 
honest race, but this ruling did not affect stakes 
engagements made prior to the ruling. Starter 
Cassidy got the horse straight, and Jockey 
Rosengarten was ready, but Halcyon refused to 
leave the gate and King Saxon, 10 lengths ahead 
at the end of the first quarter, merely galloped 
home. Time, :25, :4845, 1:14, 1:40, 1:54%, track 
muddy. The winner received $1,985, while Hal- 
cyon, which Rosengarten finally got to circle the 


track, received $400. T. Malley rode the winner.

DEATH OF VICTOR SCHAUMBURG 
The Turf world heard with regret October 26 of 
the death in Manhattan of Victor W. Schaum- 


burg, veteran racing secretary who had served at 
Belmont Park and Saratoga since 1923. Death 
resulted from a complication of diseases which 
had kept Mr. Schaumburg from his Park Avenue 
office for about a month. 

Mr. Schaumburg, born in Brazil of German 
parents, came to New York when a child, and 
most of his life had been spent in Brooklyn. After 
serving with the Seventy-first Regiment during 
the Spanish American War, he became manager 
of the Coney Island Jockey Club at Sheepshead 
Bay, retaining his position until unfavorable leg- 
islation wiped out the sport in New York in 1911. 
In 1914 he became racing secretary at Empire 
City, and remained at that track until 1923, when 
he accepted the same position with the Westches- 
ter and Saratoga Racing Associations. 

The news of the death of Mr. Schaumburg 
caused many expressions of sorrow by officials, 
racegoers, trainers and jockeys. Herbert Bayard 
Swope, chairman of the New York State Racing 
Commission, expressed the feelings of those con- 
nected with New York racing when he said: “Mr. 
Schaumburg’s devotion to the best interests of 
racing, and his intelligence in serving those inter- 
ests, make his loss a heavy one.” 


NEW BOARD CONSIDERED 

The New York Racing Commission, according 
to Charles Hatton, of The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), is considering the formation of a 
board which will test applicants for trainers’ and 
platers’ licenses. Such a board, which has been 
advocated by writers and horsemen for years, 
would be composed of four or five prominent 
trainers, and after deciding whether an applicant 
was able properly to handle the conditioning, or 
plating, of a Thoroughbred, would recommend the 
issuance or refusal of licenses. It is understood 
that men already licensed, and now in good 
standing, would not be required to pass whatever 
tests are decided upon. 


JUDGES ERR AT EMPIRE CITY 

Whatever mistakes bettors make in estimating 
chances of horses before the running of a race, 
most of them can pick them after the race is 
over. Judges at Empire City failed accurately 
to do this, in a race run October 23 at that track. 
Master Time was placed third by the judges, 
but actually finished eighth; Little Argo finished 
third, but his number didn’t go up on the board. 
Stewards eventually gave the $75 third place 
award to I. Katz, Little Argo’s owner, but the 
betting ring had already paid off on Master 
Time. Those who backed Little Argo to show 
won a moral victory, but received no money. 


CALIFORNIA 
NEW TRACK PLANNED 

LANS for the erection of a second race track 

at Los Angeles are in process of formation 
in California, according to Oscar Otis, of the 
San Francisco Chronicle. An organization now 
being incorporated as the Golden State Jockey 
Club by Al J. Uniak, will request a permit for 
summer racing at the next meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board. According to the 
Chronicle, Uniak feels that Los Angeles can sup- 
port all of the 100 days allotted it, and since 
Santa Anita will run only 62 days, he wishes to 
utilize the remaining 38. He believes that besides 
increasing the revenue to the state, an additional 
meeting would make for a more complete circuit 
in the West.

LAUREL PARK CLOSES 


HREATENING weather which never ma- 

terialized into rain kept the last Saturday at 
Laurel Park from reaching a new record in at- 
tendance and mutuel play. Even so some 15,000 
persons attended, sending about $315,000 through 
the mutuel machines. On October 26 the daily 
average was $223,000, so that the $225,000 daily 
average necessary to operate at a profit was 
almost certain to be reached. Business Manager 
Frank Brady, remarking that business at Laurel 
Park had dropped only 17 per cent from last 
year’s figures as compared to the 33 per cent 
slump at Havre de Grace, stated that the Laurel 
track would be able to snow a ».ofic. 

Other Maryland tracks should be even more 
fortunate. With racing in New York at an end 
for the season, Pimlico, which opened October 
31, will have only Narragansett Park to compete 
with, and there should be a sufficiency of horses 
in the East to supply both tracks. Bowie, which 
opens November 15, will have no competition 
near, for at that time Bay Meadows and Texas 
tracks will be the only other tracks open, and 
the Maryland oval will supply the only racing 
in the East. 

Of chief interest on October 27 at Laurel Park 
was the victory of *Azucar in the handicap 
division. Success of the Irish-bred racer was by 
no means unexpected, and he was backed heavily 
by the crowd which had just seen the odds-on 
Sailor Beware raced into defeat in the Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins Handicap. Carrying top weight, 
the foreigner raced the mile and a quarter in 
the good time of 2:02%5, becoming, by his per- 
formance, one of the favorites for the Narra- 
gansett Special. 

JUNGLE KING’S CHEVY CHASE 

Greentree Stable’s Jungle King (136), fencing 
well and holding on with courage in the drive, 
was a surprise winner of the twenty-second run- 
ning of the Chevy Chase Steeplechase Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, about two 
miles) at Laurel Park October 24. The entry of 
Rigan McKinney was a 3-to-5 favorite, but 
*Tanaringo (139), after repulsing repeated chal- 
lenges in the first mile and a half, had hardly 
enough in reserve to catch the winner, finishing 
a neck behind, while *Canandaigua (162), messed 
about and guided very wide by A. Scott, struck 
several fences and had nothing left for the finish, 
placing fourth. Third was Gwladys Whitney’s 
Rideaway (143). W. Collins rode the winner. 
The others were Ridian (140) and Wrackon

In the same week and at the same track that 
Jungle King, Greentree’s converted flat racer, 
won his best race over the jumps, *Azucar (114), 
one-time steeplechaser owned by Fred Alger, Jr., 
won his first stakes race over the flat, in the 
Washington Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 14 miles) at Laurel Park October 27. 
Out of the money only in the first of his seven 
previous starts on the flat this year, the Milesius 
gelding was an odd-on favorite, and justified the 
public confidence with a handy victory. Jockey 
Workman held the Alger gelding under restraint 
for the early furlongs, then took him to the out- 
side on the backstretch and began gaining stead- 
ily on the leaders.

He was informed 
that the record was Lady Broadcast’s mile in 
1:35%5, at Arlington Park July 18, 1930. That 
was all he wanted to know. And the reason he 
wanted to know, it turns out, was the fact that 
on March 8 last at Hialeah Park the filly Monel, 
a product of Holly Beach, ran the same distance 
in the same time, carrying 112 pounds, the same 
weight as was carried by Lady Broadcast. Monel 
was disqualified from first place, but, by official 
ruling, the time was allowed to stand as a track 
record, 

DISCOVERY IS TO REST 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Discovery, the last 
of the year’s top 3-year-olds to go under, has 
been turned out at Sagamore Farm for a rest 
until time to prepare him for the $100,000 special 
to be run in February at Santa Anita, California. 
The Display colt came out of the Maryland Han- 
dicap with a temperature, and although he 
seemed to have the $25,000 weight-for-age Narra- 
gansett Special at his mercy, it was decided not 
to hazard another start. Discovery retires as 
third leading money winner of the year, with 
$49,555 to his credit, Cavalcade and Chance Sun 
being the leaders.

WARNING AT ARLINGTON DOWNS 

IGID enforcement of regulations of the Texas

present meeting at Arlington Downs. Possession 
of forbidden drugs or mechanica! devices will be 
accepted as sufficient evidence of guilt. Saliva 
tests will be taken by a veterinarian appointed 
by the Texas Jockey Club. The Arlington Downs 
management has also taken the position that a 
horse can not be stimulated and saddled by a 
licensed trainer without the trainer’s being aware 
that the horse is in an unnatural condition. In 
such a situation if the trainer does not report the 
matter to the track veterinarian for examination, 
he will receive the entire responsibility for the 
herse’s going to post. 


NO DOPE AT CONEY ISLAND 

Reports issued after the closing of the Coney 
Island track for the season state that of the 93 
saliva tests taken during the recent meeting none 
showed positive reactions. The tests, taken by 
Dr. Louis P. Foss, appointed by the Ohio Racing 
Commission, were sent to Laboratories at Ohio 
State University for analysis, and no evidence of 
doping was uncovered. 


INSOMNIA, which won a maiden race at Laurel 
Park October 24, was the eighth winning 2-year- 
old for John P. Grier in 1934. 
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ARLINGTON DOWNS OPENS 

OMPETITION between the two Texas tracks 

open on October 27, Dallas and Arlington 
Downs, evidently went against the smaller Dallas 
organization, for the Saturday feature at the 
three-quarter mile Dallas oval could muster only 
four starters, while the Arlington Handicap 
brought out a field of 14, recruited at least partly 
from horses which had been competing at Dallas. 
A crowd of 12,000 welcomed the sport at Arling- 
ton Downs on opening day, October 25, and even 
larger attendance was recorded October 27. 
Heavy mutuel play likewise was reported. The 
21-day Dallas meeting came to an end with a 
featureless program October 30, ending the com- 
petition between the neighboring tracks. Exact 
reports from that point are not yet in, but a fair 
quality of sport was enjoyed, and Texas meetings 
have seldom suffered from small attendance or 
timidity in wagering. 

Prediction of a $50,000 race at Arlington 
Downs in 1936 was the feature of a luncheon at 
which newspaper men were entertained at Fort 
Worth October 22. The Waggoner Handicap is 
now worth $10,000 in added money, and Judge 
Joseph A. Murphy predicted that in two more 
years the growth of racing in Texas would per- 
mit hanging out of the greater prize. Those aware 
of the political situation in the Lone Star State, 
where betting may be outlawed before another 
season opens, may remain somewhat skeptical 
regarding the more roseate plans for 1936. 
ARLINGTON pow NS INAU GURAL 

The first running of the Inaugural Handicap 
($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, Waggoner 
Course, 150 feet less than six furlongs) at Ar- 
lington Downs October 25 resulted in an upset 
victory for Bennet Creech’s Crout au Pot (3-y-o, 
101). Jockey C. Parvin had the *Pot au Feu filly 
in forward attendance to the turn, slipped out of 
close quarters and rushed into the lead when 
clear. Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Desert Call (107) fell 
back when headed, finishing third, a length behind 
the strongly closing Siskin (112) from the stable 
of R. T. Watts. The winner was not driven, fin- 
ishing with a length and a half to spare. Clarify 
(120), coupled with Blessed Event (109) as the 
Stroube and Corsicana Stable entry, finished 
fourth, the entry being a 2-to-1 favorite. The 
winner, badly overlooked in the betting, was at 
10-to-1. The others were Chance Line (3-y-0, 
109), Gift of Roses (115), Mr. James (3-y-o, 
111), Blessed Event, Leros (110), and My Dandy

O startling developments came from Narra- 
gansett Park during the week which ended 
October 27. Chief interest in the 2-year-old 
situation was centered upon the Kentucky Jockey 
Ciub stakes run at Churchill Downs. The victory 
of B!ack Gift in the Beaver Tail Claiming Stakes 
and that of Cloud Sweeper in the Jeanne d’Arc 
Stakes had comparatively little significance in 
the juvenile picture as a whole. Interest in the 
$25,000 Narragansett Special, to be run October 
31, dropped considerably when it became known 
that Discovery, the last of the three horses which 
the race was planned to attract, would not be 
among the entries. Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno 
and *Azucar, converted jumper of Col. Fred 
Alger, Jr., now are among the top prospects for 
the event. However, just when it appeared cer- 
tain that New England race followers would not 
see Equipoise in action, came the announcement 
that the Whitney champion, not tight enough for 
the mile and three-sixteenths of the Special, 
would start in an invitational six-furlong race 
on the same day. This race, which will carry 
$5,000 added, will be at weight-for-age, and five 
or six horses, including All Forlorn and Good Ad- 
vice, are expected to accept the conditions. One 
of the provisions for the race, which Narragan- 
sett officials probably regret not having written 
into the Special, is that in the event that Equi- 
poise is unable to start the race will be called off. 
Attendance at the Rhode Island track con- 
tinued large, one of the biggest crowds of the 
season coming out on October 27, with mutuel 
play remaining high. The Rhode Island meet- 
ing recently requested and received two ad- 
ditional days of racing, the meeting to end on 
November 10. This change in dates gives Narra- 
gansett Park one more Saturday, on which a 
$3,500 stakes race will be the attraction. 


NARR AGANSETT MEETING EXTENDED 


Permission to extend the current meeting at 
Narragansett Park to November 10 was granted 
October 23 by the Rhode Island Racing Com- 
mission. The Rhode Island track, scheduled to 
close Thursday, November 8, will run through 
Saturday, November 10. The purses for the extra 
days will be on the same scale as those of the 
regular meeting, with a $1,000 minimum. A 
stakes event, with $3,500 added, for 3-year-olds 
and up over a mile and a sixteenth will feature 
the closing day. 


CLOUD SW EEPER’S RPRISE 

Leading at every post, the outsider Cloud 
Sweeper (114), from Branncastle Farm Stable, 
scored a nose victory in the Jeanne d’Arc Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, six furlongs) at 
Narragansett Park October 27. Six fillies went 
to post in the event. Jockey Sam Renick took 
the daughter of High Cloud at once to the front, 
closely followed by Hardatit. The latter was 
through after a ha!f-mile and Greentree Stable’s 
Peradventure (118) moved up to challenge. The 
Greentree filly gained steadily, but vigorous 
urging kept Cloud Sweeper ahead to the end. 
Three lengths behind Peradventure was T. C. 
Worden’s Hope Eternal (114), with M. L. 
Schwartz’s Good Gamble a nose back in fourth 
place. Hardatit, which had tired, was fifth, while

KENTUCKY 


CHURCHILL DOWNS CLOSES 
HE short meeting at Churchill Downs came to 
an end October 27, and with the darkening of 
the Louisville track, racing left Kentucky for 
1934. The only stakes event offered during the 
seven-day session, the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, went, as expected, to Warren Wright’s 
Nellie Flag, the chief competition coming, also as 
expected, from Good Flavor, the Morton Schwartz 
colt. The race apparently was truly run, and 
strengthened the claim of the Calumet miss to the 
filly championship of the season. The Selima 
and Matron Stakes winner, however, bowed re- 
cently to Col. E. R. Bradley’s Black Helen, so 
that Nellie Flag holds no undisputed leadership. 
The Churchill Downs meeting, according to Col. 
Matt J. Winn, executive director, showed a loss, 
but at the same time Colonel Winn expressed 
himself as highly pleased with the meeting and as 
believing that the Fall meetings at Louisville will 
be continued. Unofficial estimates placed the 
mutuel turnover of closing day at about $160,000, 
while that of the preceding week exceeded ex- 
pectation. Attendance likewise was good, and the 
tinal day brought out about 15,000. 


LEXINGTON SALES VISITORS 


Interest in the Lexington Fall Sales is high’in 
Maryland, according to Russell Oakes, of the 
Baltimore Evening Sun, and many of the more 
prominent breeders and owners of that state are 
planning to attend the Kentucky auction. Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, Sylvester W. Labrot, Leslie 
E. Keiffer and Adolphe Pons are among those 
who are expectd to be bidders at the vendue. 
Mr. Labrot lost many of his best mares in an 
epidemic something more than a year ago, and 
will be seeking replacements, chiefly lines that 
will cross well with *Sir Greysteel and Happy 
Time. Leslie E. Keiffer, master of Inverness 
Stud, will be looking out for mares to go to 
Flying Ebony and Claptrap, and Mr. Vanderbilt, 
in addition to possible yearling purchases, will be 
in search of blood that will cross well with Dis- 
covery when the son of Display enters the stud. 
Humphrey S. Finney, stud manager at Mr. La- 
brot’s Holly Beach Farm, and John H. Stotler, 
trainer for Mr. Vanderbilt, are also expected to 
attend the sales, which begin November 5. 


KENTUCKY JOCKEY CLUB STAKES 

Warren Wright’s Nellie Flag (119) equalled 
the last year’s feat of Mata Hari in leading a 
band of colts home in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, one mile) at 
Churchill Downs October 27, but behind the Calu- 
met Farm miss was no Discovery, hardly a Col- 
lateral, such as pushed the Dixiana filly last year. 
Nine started in the event, with the ultimate 
winner odds-on at 9-to-10. Nellie Flag was first 
away, but Jockey Eddie Arcaro took her under 
snug restraint and allowed Cattell Stable’s Man- 
ners Man (122) and Brownell Combs’ Myrtlewood 
(119) to make the early running. At the end of 
a half-mile Manners Man quit under the fast pace 
and Lee Humphries on M. L. Schwartz’s Good 
Flavor (122) began making his run. Arcaro 
shook up his mount at this point also, and the 
field passed the quarter-pole with Good Flavor 
leading Nellie Flag by a head. The American 
Flag filly took command at the eighth-pole and 
drew out to win by a length and a half. Good 


Flavor, unable to hold the winner, was easily best 
of the others, having a five-length lead over 
Myrtlewood, which held on stubbornly to keep 
third place from Greentree Stable’s Gillie by three 
lengths. Following the leaders were Bubbling 
Mate (122), the winner’s stablemate Calumet 
Dick (122), the Coldstream and E. D. Shaffer en- 
try of Finance (122) and Top Dog (122) and 
Manners Man. The race ended almost as the pub- 
lic wagered, Good Flavor being a stoutly sup- 
ported second choice, while Myrtlewood was 
fourth choice, Gillie third, in the wagering. Time, 
72245, :4635, 1:11°4, 1:37°25, track fast.

It is Colonel Bradley’s 
intention that the Lexington Barrier shall be used 
at the Fair Grounds, New Orleans, next meeting.

STUD NEWS 


DEATH OF *ROYAL CANOPY 

EART failure caused the death of the 20-year- 

old *Royal Canopy at Capt. P. M. Walker’s 
Pagebrook Stud, Boyce, Va., on October 26. 
Foaled in Ireland in 1914, *Royal Canopy was a 
grey son of Roi Herode and Cream of th’ Sky, by 
Lord Melton, second dam Melora, by Orion. Asa 
result of a bad ankle he failed to race, but he 
showed such speed in his trials that he was given 
an opportunity in the stud. He was retired to 
the stud in 1918 and sired numerous winners in 
England, the best of which was Purple Shade 
(sire of Shady Well). In 1923 he was sold by 
his owner, the late Edward Kennedy, of Ireland, 
to an American syndicate, the members of which 
were Captain Walker, Samuel Ross, Montfort and 
B. B. Jones. The reported price was $65,000. His 
American stud career was a disappointment, for, 
although he got many winners, he sired no top- 
notcher here. His best known racers in this 
country included *Kentucky II, Prince d’Amour 
and Princess Ivre. 


ENGLISH STALLION FEES 

In view of the remarkable recovery in the year- 
ling market in England this year, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE was curious as to the effect of the high 
yearling prices on the stallion fees in that coun- 
try. An analysis of the stallion advertisements in 
The Sporting Life (London) indicates that breed- 
ers, generally speaking, believe it best to leave 
fees where they were last year. Of 59 stallions 
which were advertised for both this year and 
next, the fees of 50 are the same for 1935 as for 
1934. Six are up, three are down, by comparison 
with 1934. The highest price advertised is that of 
Blenheim, young Blandford stallion which has 
scored an eminent success with his first crop of 
2-year-olds. Blenheim, standing in France, was 
at 300 guineas last season, has been moved up to 
400 guineas (about $2,060) for 1935. Blandford, 
which this year has had remarkable success, is 
not advertised in any of the exchanges received 
by THE BLOOD-HORSE. His fee last season was 400 
guineas “and one guinea the groom.”

WILLIAM RYAN’S HORSES ARRIVE

FTER racing for three years on foreign fields, 
principally in France, William (Palmer 
House) Ryan, international sportsman, of Chi- 
cago, has come home, and his racing silks, “blue 
body, yellow sleeves and red cap,” bid fair to be 
seen on American courses for the first time at 
Belmont Park at the autumn meeting of the 
United Hunts Racing Association on Election 
Day, November 6. 
Mr. Ryan’s horses, six in number, are now 
stabled at Belmont Park in charge of Andrew G. 
Blakeley, who will be recalled as the trainer of 


Master Robert, Kalitan, Mary Davis, Royce 
Rools, *Master Charlie and a host of other win- 
ners, not forgetting Sun Beau. The Ryan horses 
are:

All are winners and are all bred along approved 
lines. Eadhild, bred by Capt. Jefferson Davis 
Cohn, is by a good son of *Teddy, Aethelstan, 
whose second dam was the American mare Dis- 
advantage, by *St. George out of Vantage. Ead- 
hild was the leading money winning 2-year-old in 
France in 1931, winning her first five starts, earn- 
ing 225,700 francs, her outstanding success being 
scored in the Prix Morny. At that time her 
owner and breeder Captain Cohn refused 700,000 
francs for the filly. Since then she has raced 
most creditably in the best of company, and has 
shown to advantage over a distance of ground. 
This mare has been thoroughly schooled through

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the field and is an accomplished steeplechaser. 
It was Mr. Ryan’s intention to race her over 
timber this winter, had he remained in France. 
Eudes is bred to stay. As a 2-year-old Pantalon 
was a lion in his path. He frequently acted as 
runner-up to Mr. Duggan’s good son of Scara- 
mouche. At three he won the Prix de Long- 
champs, value 41,000 francs at Longchamps, 
beating 11 opponents, distance 1 1-2 miles. Lead- 
ing from end to end, his margin at the finish 
was four lengths. He stepped in a hole after 
this race which necessitated his being thrown out 
of training. He came around perfectly sound as 
a 4-year-old, and at Clairfontaine, Deauville, 
August 9, he finished a length back of L’Eldorado 
in the Prix du Vieux Bourg under 119 pounds, 
and at Deauville August 15 was again second in 
the Prix de Douzle, 114 miles under 120 pounds. 


Cle d’ Or, is a very stoutly bred filly. She is a 
bit on the small side, but rather consistent. At 
Deauville August 3 in the Prix des Fougeres, 116 
miles, in which she carried 111 pounds she was 
second, a length and a half back of Holep Herbe, 
while in her last start at Le Tremblay, Septem- 
ber 19, she won the Prix Bougie, 1 7-16 miles, 
under 119 pounds, by four lengths. 

Silence II has started in but four races, win- 
ning at the first asking at Maisons Lafitte, June 
26 the Prix de Franconville, 41 furlongs, by 
41% lengths, under 123 pounds. 


Fairy Queen is an exceptionally well bred filly. 
Her dam, Hat Pin, is a young daughter of Stefan 
the Great, out of *La Bayonette (dam of the 
veteran winner Scimitar), she by Verwood out of 
*Teddy’s dam Rondeau. She has potentialities as 
a broodmare when her racing days are over. 


Wildfire’s second dam is the Castleton bred 
mare, Court Dress, a daughter of Disguise from 
Hampton Belle, by Hampton. Wildfire was bred 
and originally owned by A. Kingsley Macomber. 
He was the winner at Maisons Lafitte, July 13, of 
the Prix de Noisy le Roi, under 121 pounds, his 
margin at the finish being a length. 

It is Mr. Ryan’s intention to race some of these 
horses at the United Hunts, then move on to Pim- 
lico and Bowie. Later he may campaign the 
stable in California or at Miami, but he confesses 
to being a bit “track sore’’ and his business af- 
fairs may require his entire attention, in which 
case he states he will sell all of his horses and 
retire from racing temporarily, returning to the 
owners’ ranks possibly next Spring. 

My Ryan states that racing in France has 
fallen to a low ebb. Stakes are small and purses 
almost infinitesimal. The competition is exceed- 
ingly keen, it being no uncommon thing to see 25 


or 30 horses running in races for 10,000 francs, 
about $500 to the winner. 

Mr. Ryan is outspoken in his praises of the un- 
beaten Brantome, bred and owned by Baron 
Maurice de Rothschild and trained by Lucien 
Robert. This 3-year-old has won all nine of his 
starts at two and three, and completed his second 
season by a slashing victory in the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe, 114 miles, scale weights, in which 
he made the best French horses and the English 
colt Felicitation (winner of the Ascot Gold Cup), 
look like hacks. In his opinion Brantome is by 
long odds the best horse that has raced in France 
since the World War, and worthy of a place 
among the immortals of the race course, St. 
Simon, *Ormonde, Carbine, Hanover, Salvator, 
Sardanapale and Man o’ War. 


THIRD LEG 

In 1931 the colors of Allison Stern, New York 
sportsman, were carried to victory by Papley 
Spinney in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, run over 
the course of the Whitemarsh Valley Hunt Club 
on the estate of George D. Widener near Phila- 
delphia. In 1932 Mr. Stern won the event again 
with *Waverley Star. October 20 he captured 
permanent possession of the trophy for the race 
when Papley Spinney, now 10 years old, scored a 
surprising victory over the three and one-half 
miles of timber jumps.
